It’s a wee bug, but it makes a monster noise. 

Commonly known in the U.S. as the “water 
boatman,” the 2 mm-long insect produces a 
sound equivalent to sitting in the first row of 
a loud orchestra. For their size, they are the 
loudest living animal, say a team of research- 
ers from Scotland and France. 

“I met someone who does underwater re- 
cordings and they heard these sounds ... and 
wondered what the sounds were and what 
was making them,” said Dr. James Windmill 
at the Centre for Ultrasonic Engineering at 


Glasgow, Scotland’s University of Strathclyde. 
“We figured it must be a larger bug.” 

Windmill and a colleague teamed up with 
Jerome Sueur, a biologist at the Natural His- 
tory Museum in Paris, to study the bug. They 
presented their work last month at a confer- 
ence in Glasgow. 

The male water boatman produces the 
sound by rubbing body parts together, called 
stridulation, like a cricket chirping. The males 
do it to attract a female, of course, and have 
evolved over millions of years to be a loud 
“bunch of males trying to outdo each other,” 


Windmill said. 

The herbivorous bugs live in shallow water, 
less than a foot deep, but Windmill doesn’t 
suggest people walk along the river banks 
expecting to hear a very loud sound. Ninety- 
nine percent of the sound is reflected back 
into the water, though the remaining i per- 
cent can be heard out of the water. 

Scientists do not understand how such a 
loud sound can be made with body parts the 
width of a human hair. 

However, the insects have a bubble of air 
under their bodies they use to breathe under- 


water, and Windmill suspects they may use it 
to amplify the sound. 

“I love the biology but I take the practi- 
cal view that there is something we can take 
from it and learn from it,” Windmill said. He 
is interested in studying how animals hear and 
produce sounds, to develop better technolo- 
gies such as sonar and biomedical ultrasound. 

“As an engineer, I get to learn something. 
The loudest thing on Earth is a creature 
people wouldn’t expect, like a lion roaring 
or a whale singing. The loudest thing on this 
planet is this tiny insect.”

Attack caught on tape 

Video shows group of people stabbing man on sidewalk in Boystown

Chicago police are examining a video and in- 
terviewing witnesses to try to find out who was 
among a gang of young people who attacked and 
stabbed a 25-year-old man in Lakeview late Sun- 
day 

The man, who was being treated in serious 
condition at Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center, was attacked in the 3300 block of North 
Halsted Street following a confrontation about 
11:45 P-i^- Sunday according to police. 

Part of the attack was captured on video by 
witnesses who said they had a video camera han- 
dy because of recent attacks in the 3300-3400 
blocks of North Halsted. 

Witnesses told police that the group was 
walking south on Halsted when they began 
yelling and got into a confrontation with the 
25-year-old, who was stabbed multiple times. 


FACEBOOK REACTION

on the street in Boystown have led to the 
creation of a Facebook group, “Take Back 
Boystown,” as well as a gathering in the 
7-Eleven parking lot Saturday night that tried 
to bring police and residents together. 


according to a police report. No one was in cus- 
tody but Belmont Area detectives were inter- 
viewing the victim and witnesses and reviewing 
video posted on the Web that captured part of 
the incident, as well as its aftermath. 

John Cunningham, 34, and his partner, Rob 
Sail, 31, live in the area, saw the confrontation 
and shot video of much of the incident. They 
and others in Lakeview have been on alert in re- 
cent weeks following a stabbing June 18 in the 
3400 block of North Halsted Street in a y-Elev- 


en parking lot and another attack nearby a week 
ago, Cunningham and Sail said. 

The video, which lasts about i minute, 
49 seconds, shows a group of about 10 to 15 
young people apparently punching and kicking 
someone who appears to be on the sidewalk on 
the west side of Halsted Street. The victim, who 
is only partially visible in the first part of the 
video, then disappears off-screen. Most of the 
people who had been participating in the beat- 
ing run after the person. 

Cunningham said the victim is a young man 
who soon after appears on the video, running 
across the street and slamming into the wall of a 
building. At the end of the video, he can be seen 
holding his side briefly 

Several people were calling 911 as the fight 
went on, but “none of us realized he had been 
stabbed when we first called,” Sail said.

Arena rockers proceeding 
with caution this summer

The month of July seems like a murderer’s row 
of pop stars and aging rock acts performing in 
Chicago— Ui, Katy Perry Britney Spears, Dave 
Matthews Band, Paul McCartney and Sound- 
garden— and for many music buffs, the season 
of arena shows is a good thing. 

‘A band like Ui, they’ve got these massive 
stage shows and lights and everything, that a 
place like Soldier Field is perfect for it,” said 
Aaron White, 25, of Lakeview, who plans to go 
to the Irish rock group’s Tuesday show in Chi- 
cago. “The full experience wouldn’t work at a 
small club.” 

But some Chicagoans aren’t willing to shell 
out big money to see a single act in a huge venue. 

“The acoustics usually blo^y you are going to 
hear the screaming fan next to you more than the 
music and it’s super expensive,” said Kate Brown, 
25, of Lakeview ‘And honestly? I don’t like any 
bands that are large enough to fill a stadium.” 


Brown’s concerns echo what’s become clear 
in the concert industry: Stadium shows are a 
tough sell. Ticket sales for the top 100 tours in 
2010 were down 12 percent from the year be- 
fore, according to music industry trade publica- 
tion Pollstar. 

On the flip side, multiday outdoor mega- 
festivals are racking up big bucks. California’s 
Coachella sold out faster than ever this year, 
and tickets to Pitchfork and Lollapalooza in 
Chicago are selling briskly with some dates and 
ticket packages sold out. 

As a result of the slip in stadium ticket sales, 
artists who once sold out arenas have become 
more conservative when it comes to touring, 
according to Pollstar editor Gary Bongiovanni. 

“They’re taking less risks right now, they’re 
booking fewer dates and some of them are go- 
ing together. Dave Matthews is doing his cara- 
van thing, Stevie Nicks and Rod Stewart went 
out together,” Bongiovanni said. “In a strong 
economy artists may not feel like they need a 
strong support act, but not in today’s world. You 
want to offer more for the money and stand out 
in the crowd.” 


Getting a bang for your buck can also be diffi- 
cult with the ever-present ticket fees, secondary 
ticket markets and the struggle of concertgoers 
to actually get their hands on tickets. 

“With the system that’s in place now, it’s 
impossible for a lot of regular concertgoers to 
get tickets,” said Michael Roffman, editor of 
Chicago and Brooklyn, N.Y. -based music blog 
Consequence of Sound. 

‘And now, a lot of people are conditioned to 
say, ‘Well, I’m not going to get a ticket except in 
the nosebleeds unless I’m going to pay a lot, so 
why bother?’ I tried to get a ticket for an Eddie 
Vedder show, and it was impossible even min- 
utes after they went on sale. It’s discouraging.” 

But live music fans like Eric Lipe are willing 
to go through all the hassles for a chance to see 
a once-in-a-lifetime music event. 

“Paul McCartney and Bruce Springsteen ... 
those guys are legends,” said Lipe, 33, of Up- 
town. “I really don’t like paying all the cash for 
these shows but I mean, how many more chanc- 
es are you going to have to see them play?”
